firft day of May, one thoufand eight hundred and eleven, without plead- 
ing any other matter fpecially, whereto the plaintiff (hall or may reply 
generally, and deny the matters pleaded as aforefaid, or reply any other 
matter or thing which may (hew the faid defendant not to be entitled to 
the benefit of this Aft, or not duly difcharged according to it, in the 
fame, manner as the plaintiff might have replied in cafe the defendant had 
pleaded this Aft, and his difcharge by virtue of this Aft fpecially ; and if 
the plaintiff be nonluited, difcontinue his aftion, or verdift pafs againft 
him, or judgment or demurrer, the defendant to have Treble Cods : Pro- 
vided always, that nothing in this Aft contained (hall extend or be con- 
lfrued to extend to releafe or difcharge any Attorney at Law, Solicitor, 
or any other perfon or perfons afting or pretending to aft as fuch, with re- 
gard to any debt with which he or they (hall (land charged for any money 
or other effefts recovered and received by him or them, for the ufe of any 
perfon or perfons, bodies corporate or politick, and by any Attorney, So- 33 
licitor, or other perfon or perfons afting as fuch, embezzled, concealed, 
or converted to his or their own ufe ; or to releafe or difcharge any fervant 
or agent, or any other perfon or perfons employed or entrufted as fuch, 
with regard to any debt or demand with which he, (lie or they (hall (land 
charged for or on account of any money, goods, or other effefts received or 
poffetted by him, her, or them, for the ufe and on account of his, 
her, or their matter or matters, or employers, and by fuch fervant or 
Agent embezzled, concealed, or converted to his, her, or their own ufe ; 
any thing, herein contained to the contrary thereof in any wife notwith- 
ttanding. 

AND whereas many evil difpofed perfons, to fupport their profligate 
way of life, have by various fubtile ftratagems, threats and devices, frau- 
dulently obtained divers fums of money, goods, wares, merchandizes, 
bonds, bills of exchange, promiffory notes or other fecurities for money, 
to the great injury of induftrious families, and to the manifeft prejudice of 
trade and credit ; BE it Enafted, That no prifoner who, knowingly and 
designedly, by falfe pretence or pretences, (hall have obtained from any 
perfon or perfons, money, goods, wares, merchandize, bonds, bills of" 
exchange, promilfory notes or other fecurities for money, (hall have or 
receive any benefit or difcharge by or under this Aft ; but” the Juftices at 
any General or Quarter Seffions of the Peace, or any Adjournment 34 
thereof, before whom any fuch prifoners (hall be brought, upon due proof 
of the matter made to their fatisfaftion, (hall remand fuch prifoners to 
the cuftody of the gaoler or keeper of the prifon from whence he or (he 
(hall have been brought ; any thing herein contained to the . contrary not- 
withftanding. 

Provided always, and be it further Enafted, That the truth of each of 
the objeftions and exceptions aforefaid, againft the obtaining the benefit of 
this Aft, (hall be proved by the teftimony upon Oath of one or more cre- 
dible witnefs or witneffes, befides the teftimony upon Oath of. the perfon 
or perfons making fuch objeftions, or other legal proof or evidence admif- 
fible in a Court of Law : Provided always, that 110 prifoner who (hall have; 
been remanded to prifon under any Aft heretofore patted for the relief of 
Infolvent Debtors, For having fraudulently obtained money, goods, or 

fecurities 
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fecurities for money on falfe pretences, or for having fecretly or fraudu- 
lently removed ftock, cattle, or other effefts, which were lubjeft or 
liable to be detained for rent, or who lhall have loft or forfeited the 
benefit of any fuch former Aft, by having made any fraudulent fale, 
transfer, conveyance, or alignment, fince his or her imprifonment, 
to the prejudice of the fair and honeft creditor, or who lhall . have 

35 obtained a difcharge under fuch former Aft fraudulently, or lhall 
have taken an Oath under fuch Aft, any part of which was not true, lhall 
have or receive any benefit or difcharge by or under this Aft ; but the 
Juftices at any General or other Selfion of the Peace, or any Adjournment 
thereof, before whom any fuch prifoner lhall be brought, upon due proof 
of the matter made to their fatisfaftion, lhall remand fuch prifoner to the 
cuftody of the gaoler or keeper of the prifon, from which he or Ihe 
lhall have been brought, any thing herein contained to the^ contrary not- 
withftanding : Provided always, that fuch objeftions or exceptions were 
fupported by fuch proof or evidence as is hereinbefore provided and 
direfted to be made under this prefent Aft, and not otherwife ; and that 
no perfon lhall be permitted to make the objeftions in this Aft men- 
tioned againft any prifoner, except a detaining creditor, or fuch perfon or 
perfons as have commenced their aftion or aftions againft fuch prifoner 
previous to the firft day of May laft paft, grounded on the matters 

in the faid exceptions mentioned : Provided alfo, that no perfon charged Nor.to per- 
in execution for damages recovered in any aftion for criminal converfation lons ckar S ed 
with the wife of the plaintiff in fuch aftion, or in any aftion for leducing for damages 1 
or carnally knowing the daughter or female fervant of the plaintiff, or recovered in 

3 6 in any aftion for a malicious profecution, or in any aftion for any other SmScon- 
malicious injury, lhall have any benefit under this Aft, except only 111 verfation, &c. 
cafes where the plaintiff in fuch aftions refpeftively lhall be dead, and no 

perfons lhall have obtained probate of the will or letters of adminiftration 
of the effects of fuch plaintiff, within twelve months after the deceafe of 
fuch plaintiff. 

AND whereas many debtors for rents of lands; meffuages, houfes and. 
other premifes, have, with fraudulent intent to difappoint the right of their 
refpeftive landlords, removed the ftock, cattle, furniture, goods or other 
effefts which were fubjeft and liable to be diftrained for the fatisfaftion 
of the faid Rents; BE it therefore Enafted, That no prifoner or prifoners Nortoper- 
who, in a fecret, clandeftine, or fraudulent manner, lhall have removed or -°" s e ^g V 0 'f 
caufed to be removed within fix years, 'any fuch ftock, cattle, furniture, the value of 
goods or effefts, of the value of Twenty Pounds or upwards, which were £■ liable 
lubjeft or liable to be diftrained by their refpeftive landlord or landlords, for or traced for 
in payment of fuch rent or rents, whereby fuch landlord or landlords lhall rent, 
have loft all or fome part of the rent or rents due to him, her or them as 
aforefaid, lhall be difcharged by or under this Aft, but lhall, on due proof . 

37 of the matter as aforefaid, be remanded in manner hereinbefore mentioned ; 
any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary notwithftanding; pro- 
vided fuch proof lhall be thereof made as is hereinbefore required upon 
objeftions or exceptions to be made under this prefent Aft. 

AND whereas many debtors have, with a view to defraud their creditors, 
fold, transferred, conveyed or affigned their eftate and effefts to iome perfon 
or perfons, lubfequent to their being in cuftody of law or impriloned under 
fomeproeefs for debt: And whereas fuch fale, transfer, conveyance or 
alignment, hath been fraudulently made, to the infinite prejudice of the fair 
and honeft creditor, though fufficient proof could not be obtained to convift 
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;be party of a fraudulent defign; BE it Ena&ed, That whenever' it fliall be 
aroved by one or more credible witne/s or witneffes,. to the fat is faction ot 
the Court to which any prifoner fliall be brought up in order to obtain his 
or her difeharge, that luch prifoner has fold, transferred, conveyed or 
affigned to any perfon or perfons, all or any part of his eftate ©r effects 
fubfequent to the time of his imprisonment, without juft caufe for io doing, 
to be allowed by the Juftiees preliding in fuch Court as aforefaid, eveiy luch 
debtor fhall lole all the benefits and advantages that he might have other- 
wile claimed under the authority of this Ad, and fliall not be entitled to his 
or her difeharge; and every luch fale, transfer, conveyance or affignment, is 38 
hereby declared null and void. 

And be it further Enabled, That eyerv gaoler or keeper of any prifon 
fliall and is hereby required to fuffer in the daytime any perfon or perlbns 
defiring the lame, to lee and fpeak, in the lodge or feme convenient room 
in the faid prifon, with any prifoner or prifoners whole names are inferted 
in the- before mentioned lift or lifts, or the Dublin Ga%ette , or other news- 
papers,. or any of them, and alfo to fee in the true and genuine books of 
the faid prifon the entries made of the name or names of fuch prifoner 
or prifoners, debtor or. debtors, together with the name or names of the 
perfon or perfons at whofe fuit or iuits he, Ihe, or they are or were de- 
tained; and if any fuch gaoler or keeper fliall refufe or negled to comply 
with what is hereby above required, every luch gaoler or keeper who fhall 
fo offend in the premifes, fliall forfeit and pay to the perfon fo refufed and 
aggrieved, the fum of Forty Pounds, to -be recovered, - with cofts of fuit, 
by aCiion of debt, bill, plaint, or information, in any of the Courts at 
Dublin , wherein no efloign, protection, wager of law, or more th-aii one 
imparlance fhall be allowed, by and in the name or names of the perfon or 
perfons fo refufed and aggrieved. 

And be it further Enabled, That if any 'gaoler 'or keeper,, or deputed 
gaoler or keeper of any prifon or prifons, fliall make or caufe to be made 
any- falfe entries in any .book or books belonging to any prifon or gaol under 
his care, or of which he is. or was gaoler, or fliall prepare or keep or caufe 
to be . prepared or kept any falfe book or books in- order for any falfe or 
untrue entry or entries, to be made therein, or fhall infert in any lift to be 
delivered .in as aforefaid, the name or names of any perfon or perfons 
who was not in adtual cuftody as aforefaid (except as in the Oath of any 
fuch gaoler or keeper or deputy gaoler or keeper fhall be excepted) every 
fuch goaler or keeper or. deputed gaoler or keeper fliall, over and above the 
penalties which he fhall be liable to,, for every fuch fraud, forfeit and pay 
the fum of Five hundred Pounds, to be recovered with treble cofts of 
fuit,, by and. in the name ancl for the ufe of any perfon or perfons who fliall 
be prejudicedrby any- fuch- falfe entry or entries, which penalties fliall and 
may be recovered by ablion of debt, bill, plaint, or information, in any of 
His Majefty’s Courts . of Record at Dublin , wherein 110 efloign, protection, 
wager of ltiw, or more than one imparlance fliall be allowed. 

And be it further Enabled, That if any debtor, being thereunto required 
by any creditors, fliall refufe to difcOver and declare the trade or occupa- 
tion, and, habitation or laft place of abode of the perfon or perfons at whofe 
fuit- he or flie is or was detained or charged in cuftody, or if any prifoner 
being called for,, and defired. by any creditor or creditors to' come to the 
- lodge of the prifon in which any fuch prifoner fliall be confined, fliall refufe 
to come, without fome reafonable caule being made appear . to the contrary, , 
oyery luch debtor, upon proof being made thereof before the Juftiees at any 

General 
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General or Quarter Seffion of the Peace, or 'any Adjournment thereof, -to be, 
held as aforefiud. (hall not have or receive any benefit or diicharge by or 
under this Aft ; any thing herein contained to the contrary thereof in any- 
wife notwithftanding. 




: And be it further Enaded, That all debtors and others who were 
i„ prifon on or before the faid firft day of May, one thoufand eight hundred prilil „- fres> 
and eleven, in any of the gaols of this kingdom, and now remain for- to teJif- 
not paying their fees,. rent, or other demands due or claimed as due to 
the keeper or keepers of any prifon relpeftively, or to any other officer 
■of fuch prifon, and upon no other account, lhall be diicharged there- 
39 from, he, fhe, or they taking the Oath by this Aft required to be taken 
by prifoners. 



; Provided always, and it is hereby further Enafled, That this Aft lhall AS n»tto 
not extend or be confirmed to extend to difcharge any pnloner leeking (J( jbtors of.lM 
the benefit of this Aft, with refpeft to any debt or penalty with which Crown or 
he or (he lhall Hand charged at the full of the Crown, or of anyperfon for 
any offence committed againft any Aft or Ads of Parliament relative to 
His Majefty’s revenues of cuftoms, excife, damps, or fait duties, or any 
of them, or any branches of the publick revenue, or at the fuit of any 
Sheriff' or other publick officer, upon any bail bond entered into for 
the appearance, of anv perfoii profecuted for any offence committed againft 
anv Ad or Acts of Parliament relative to His Majefty’s faid revenues of 
cuftoms, excifo, ftamps, or fait duties, or any other blanches of publick 
revenue, unlefs anv three of the Lords Commiffioners of His Majelt) s 
Treafur.y for the time being (hall certify their confent under their hands to 
the faid J u ft ices at th e ir faid Seffions or Adjournment thereof, for the dii- 
charge of inch prifoner as aforefaid. 



AND whereas, under former Afts, creditors have been put to great 
expence and trouble in attending every Seffitan and Adjournment during the 
whole continuance of this Aft, to oppofe the diicharge of debtors clearly 
excluded from any benefit under the faid refpeftive Afts, but who arter 
ao -havin' 0 - been before one Seffion and refuted a difcharge, to harrais their cre- 
ditorsfconftantly gave frefli notices. for each fubfequent Seffion and Adjourn- 
ment of their intended application to be difeharged ; TO remedy which, 
BE it further Enafted by the authority aforefaid, .That in all cafes whatever 
the determination of the Juftices in Seffion or Adjournment ffiall be final to 
.all intents and purpofe's, unlefs. otherwife ordered and commanded by His 
Maiefty’s Court of King's Bench in Ireland , by His Majefty’s writ of Man-

AND whereas it may happen that feveral perfons who may claim 
and be entitled to the benefit of this Act,, are leifed of an eftate tail in 
tome freehold lands tenements, or hereditaments, which entail, with the 
remainders thereon expectant, they have by Law power to defeat and 
bar, either by levying a fine or fines, iuffering a common recovery or 
common recoveries, whereby fuch perfon or perfons laid freehold lands, 
tenements and hereditaments, would be liable to the payment of their 
debts, and be delivered up, according to the terms of this Act, for the benefit 
of their creditors ; BE it therefore further Enadted, That in every Fuch

ments, or other incumbrances, 1 or to reverfions, remainders, or other con- 
tingent eftates, lands, tenements or hereditaments, or to other truftsor 
intents in eftates both real and perfonal, which may not be Efficiently 42 
described or difcovered in the Schedule or Inventory before diredfod to be 
delivered in upon Oath by the prifoner to be difeharged as aforefaid, or which 
may want his aid and affiftance to adjuft, make out, recover or manage, for 
the benefit of his creditors; BE it therefore Enadted by the authority afore* 
laid, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the refpediive affignees of - 
the eftate and effedts of fuch debtor or debtors who fhall obtain his, her, 
or their difeharge in |)urfuance of this Adt, or any other perfon or perfons

part of the United Kingdom called Ireland, from-whence anyprocefs iffued

of fuch affignee or affignees fo to be removed or dilplaced,- and for the prudent, 
juft, arid- equitable management .or diftribution of the eftate and efforts of 
any fuch debtor, for the benefit- of.the refpeCtive^ireditor, as the faid Courts ^jj 
or Judges refpeflively ffiall thirtk'fit ; -aiidin cafeof the removalor difplacing 
■ of any affignee or affignees, and 'the ap[ O.nting -rtf any new affignee- or 
affignees, the eftate or effects of fuch debtor or- debtors fljaHl'romdhenceforth 
be diverted out of the affignee or affigrees'fo removed or difplaced, and be 
vefted.in and delivered over to fuch new affigneevor affignees, in : the fame 
manner and for the fame intents and purpcfes as the fame -were before 
veiled in the affignee or affignees firft chofen as aforefaid ;. any thing in this 
.Act.'contained to the Contrary, notwithflandiug.

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Provided always, and be it further Enafted, That in all cafes where Where mu/ 
mutual credit hath been given between any 'debtor who fhall be dif- tiial credit 
charged jn , purfuance of this Aft, and any other perfon nr perfons, or has been 
bodies corporate or politic, before the delivery offuch Schedule or Inven- 
tory, of the eftate and effefts of fuch debtor or debtors upon oath as afore- ftatei3 ' 
laid, the refpeftive affignee or aflignees of fuch debtor or debtors is and are 
hereby authorized and required on his and their parts, to ftate and allow an 
account between. them and the other party or parties concerned ; and no- 
thing more fhall be deemed to be vefted in fitch Clerk of the Peace, or 
Town Clerk or other officer adding as Clerk of the Peace, or “fuch affignee 
or affignees . as aforefaid, as the eftate or effefts of fuch debtor or debtors, 
than what fhall appear to be juftly due to him, her or them refpeftively, as 
and for the balance of fuch account when truly ftated. 

AND whereas many perfons are often committed by the Courts of 'Law 
and Equity, for contempts, for not paying money ordered'-or awarded to be 
paid, and alfo for not paying of colds duly and regularly taxed and allowed 
by the proper officer, after proper demands 'made for: that purpofe, a n d alfo 
upon the writ of ’Excommunicato cafiiendo or other procefs, for of o- rounded 
on the nonpayment of money, cofts 01? expences in feme caufe or ‘proceed- 
ing in feme Ecclefiaftical Court, or for contempt to fuch Court relating 
thereto; IT is hereby Declared and Enafted, That all fuch perfons are and 
lhall be entitled to the benefit of this A ft, on and fubjeft to the fame terms, 
conditions and reftriftions, as are herein expreffed and declared With refpeft 
to prifoners for debt only. 

AND whereas a great number of poor people have been and are now im- Perfons im- 
prifoned for debt, upon procefles ilTuing.out of Courts of Conlcience ; IT is P t rifon « d h y 
hereby Enacted and Declared, That all fuch prifoners fhall be entitled to have confcienle, 
the benefit of this Act, and be difebarged under the fame, provided he entitled to 
fhe of they conform to the direftions hereinbefore prefbribed, touching 
other prifoners W'ho fhall be difcliarged by virtue of this Aft. 

Provided always, and be it further Enafted. That no perfon who fhall 
have taken the benefit of any Aft heretofore palled for the Relief of Infbl- 
vent Debtors, within the fpace of Five years laft paft, fhall have or receive 
any benefit or advantage of or under this Aft. nor be deemed to be within 
the intent and meaning thereof, fo as to be discharged under the fame ; any 
•■thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary thereof notwithftanding. 

And be it further Enafted, That in all cafes wherein by this Aft an Oath 
is required, the folemn Affirmation , of any perfon being a Quaker, fhall and 
-may be accepted and taken in lieu thereof; and every perfon making fuch 
Affirmation, who fhall be convifted of 'wilful and falfe Affirmation, fhall 
.incur and fufter fuch and the fame penalties as are inflifted and impoled by 
;this Aft, upon perfons convifted of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

And be it further Enafted, That in all cafes w-hatfoever, the Infolvent, infolvent, oh 
•upon his releafing any intereft he or fhernay have'in the refiduum of his or n;leuli "S llis 
Ler eftate, fhall and may be admitted as a good and fufficient witnefsin any 
.aftion or caule to be mftituted by his or her affignee or affignees, for the his edaie, to 
recovery of any debts due to the faid Infolvent, in the fame manner as a 
bankrupt may after ‘obtaining his certificate. 

Provided always, and he it further EnaftecI, That no prifoner againft Bankrupts; 
whom any commiffion of bankrupt fhall have blued and fliall re- how 

main m force, and who fhall not have obtained a certificate of his or her b^avSed'bj-

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conformity to the feveral Statutes concerning Bankrupts under fuch com- 
miflion duly allowed, ffiall be difcharged by virtue of this Aft from any 
debt which ffiall have been or may be proved under fuch commiffion, unlefs 
iuch commiffion ffiall have iffued, and fuch Bankrupt ffiall have duly 
furrendered himfelf or herfelf to the Commiffioners or the major part of 
them named in the faid commiffion, Two years at the leaf; before the pafs- 
mg of this Aft, and ffiall in all things have duly conformed -himfelf or her- 
lelf to the leveral Statutes concerning Bankrupts, and unlefs the major part 
of the Commiffioners named in fuch commiffion ffiall fpecially certify, (which 
they are hereby authorized to do if they ffiall think fit, that fuch Bankrupt
